Today's physicians will not, 
to be sure, neglect these time- 
honored methods, but, in addition, 
they have many other ways of 
confirming their diagnosis. It 
may be that an electrical tracing 
of the heart beat, or electrocardio­ 
gram will be helpful. If to, tho 
means is at hand to make it 
X-Ray Revealing 
Or perhaps tho X-ray will re­ 
veal just the one more fact it is 
so necessary to have in order to 
get a complete picture of tho 
patient's condition. 
According to Dr. John F. Holt, 
of Michigan, X-ray baa become in­ 
creasingly important in tho study 
of abnormal conditions of tho 
heart, and particularly in deter­ 
mining when tho heart has besa 
damaged by the disorder known as 
rheumatic fever, since in this 
disease the heart is often en­ 
larged. 
There ar* a number of X-ray 
methods that ara used to deter­ 
mine the heart sisa. First, there is 
fluoroscopy. This makes it pos­ 
sible to sot the shadow of tho 


heart on a screen. The doctor can 
notice any sbnormsl besting of 
the heart, and any changes of the 
heart movement during breathing. 
It is also possible to study the po­ 
sition of the heart in its relation­ 
ship to the surrounding structures 
and tell whether it is enlarged. 
A second method is called or­ 
thodiagraphy. This method also 
uses the fluoroscope, but by em­ 
ploying a particular type rf X-rsy 
beam, it is possible to obtain a 
tracing of the heart outline. This 
outline can be transferred directly 
to a sheet of paper and serves as 
a permanent record of the size of 
tho heart. 
Another Method 
Still another method is the use 
of what is called a teleoroentgeno­ 
gram. This is an X-ray plate taken 
with the source of the X-ray at 
least six feet from the heart. Such 
X-ray plates give an accurate pic­ 
ture of the bim and shape of the 
heart. 
Not all heart disorders will 
emote changes that are visible in 
the X-ray. However, if there is a 
suspicion that heart disease is 
present. X-ray evidence of heart 
enlargement serves to support the 
suspicion. 
In other words, X*rmy examina­ 
tion of the heart gives confirm­ 
atory evidence of heart damage. 
Thua, frequently in rheumatic 
fever, It will be found that th# left 
upper part of the heart is enlarged 
due to damage to one of the heart 
valves. 
Persons who have heart dis­ 
turbances might well have a cart­ 
ful X-ray examination made.

THIS LESSON begins a new 
series on the life and letter* of 
the Apostle Paul, called by one 
commentator, “the greateat Chris­ 
tian that ever lived on this earth." 
He took the leading part in the 
shaping of the early Christian 
church, and virtually made It the 
world religion it ie today by car­ 
rying the message to the Gentiles 
as well as to the Jews. and ac­ 
cepting them WI equal terms with 
the Jews in the fellowship 
Even less is known of iii* 't ny 
life of Paul than of that of his 
Master. Jesus 
What little we 
know is through hts own speeches 
and letters We do not even know* 
the names of his father and 
mother. 
His first speech, which we quote 
and which gives us some tnfonms- 
tion on his earlier life, was made 
in Jerusalem He had been warned 
not to go to Jerusalem, because 
the people there were stirred up 
against him and meant to do him 
harm 
However. Paul was no coward, 
and when he felt his duty called 
him to that city he went. He 
went to the temple, and while he 
was in this area Jews from Asia 
saw him and cried out that this 
waa the man who waa everywhere 
teaching things contrary to the 
Mosaic law. He would surely have 
been killed then and there, but 
the Roman soldiers, who were 
stationed about to prevent Just 
such violent acta rescued him 
Paul Speaks Greek 
As he was about to be taken 
into the castle by the chief cap­ 
tain. Paul spoke to him In Greek, 
to the amazement of the captain, 
and asked that he might be al­ 
lowed to speak to the people who 
were packed into the temple area 
below 
him. 
The 
captain 
had 
thought Paul was an Egyptian, 
but Paul said, “I am a man which 
am a Jew of Tarsus, a city in 
Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city: 
and I beseech thee, suffer me to 
speak unto the people.” 
The captain gave him leave to 
speak, and Paul held up his hand 
to the people and addressed the 
mob amid a great silence. "I am 
verily a man which am a Jew-, 
bom in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, 
yet brought up rn this city at the 
feet of Gamaliel, and taught ac­ 
cording to the perfect manner of 
the law of the fathers, and was 
zealous toward God, as ye all are 
this day ” 
Th# city of Tarsus was on** 
where “the institutions best and 
most completely united the ori­ 
ental and western character; it 
was more successful than any 


other of the great cities of that 
time in producing an amalgamat­ 
ing society ” writes W M. Ram­ 
say. 
F. W. Farrar write* that it was 
from Tarsus that the vast masses 
of timber hewn In the forest* of 
Tauru*, .were floated down the 
river to the Mediterranean dock 
yards; It was here that the ves­ 
sels were unladen which brought 
to Asia the treasures of Europe. 
Gamaliel, Paul’* teacher, was 
the son of Simon and grandson of 
HilleL He encouraged his pupils 
to study Greek literature, and his 
teaching was toward a broader 
and more spiritual interpretation 
of the Mosaic law, and encour­ 
aged the Jews toward friendly in­ 
tercourse with foreigner*, for In­ 
stance. allowing poor strangers 
equal rights with Jews to the 
gleanings of com. etc. He wig 
held in great esteem 
One can understand that under 
the guidance of such a teacher. 
Paul gained the liberal attitude 
toward Gentiles, which made him 
the leader in carrying Jesus* mes­ 
sage to them. 
Paul Learns a Trad# 
We are told that Paul learned 
the trade of tent-maker and that 
seems to some people to mean 
that his parents were poor Every 
Jewish boy learned a trade, how­ 
ever. and that was no indication 
that they were In poor circum­ 
stances His education was very 
good for that time. and much bet­ 
ter than that of most of the apos­ 
tles. who were mostly poor, un­ 
lettered 
men. 
He started 
the 
study of the scriptures at the age 
of six. had a profound knowledge 
of the Old Testament scriptures, 
and his letters show him to be a 
scholar He say* of himself, "after 
the straitest sect of our reli­ 
gion, I lived a Pharisee.” 
The mob waa not appeased by 
Paul's speech and the Romans 
bound him and th* captain or­ 
dered him to be scourged. Paul 
said it was not lawful to scourge 
a Roman citizen, and the chief 
captain came* to him and aaid, 
“Tell me. art thou a Roman? He 
said. Yea 
"And 
the chief captain an­ 
swered. With a great sum ob­ 
tained I this freedom. And Paul 
said. But I was free bom.” 
He was not scourged, and even­ 
tually was brought before Agrlp- 
pa. Roman ruler 
As a Pharisee high in the coun­ 
cils of the church, Paul had been 
zealous in persecuting the Chris­ 
tians, and was, in fact, present 
and at least an onlooker when 
Stephen, the first martyr, was 
stoned to death All his life he 
was haunted by his early sins, but 
even the fact that he had perse­ 
cuted Christians and, in fact, aU 
his training and work before his 
conversion, made him later the 
very one to carry on God s work 
in the world. Ile, indeed, fulfilled 
his mission.
